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Death Strikes Down a Good Man. 


Almost every death sharply bids us take 
heed that Death is not a respecter of per- 
sons. We learn it over and over again as 
day by day the young and vigorous are 
cut down, but it comes back with peculiar 
force and impressiveness when a strong, 
warm, magnetic, lovable, kindly personality 
is stricken from the ranks of the living and 
the active, 

Nothing is quite so impressive as death, 
and when it makes its approach with dra- 
matic stealth; creeps upon its victim while 
the joy and thrill of life still light his eye 
and while he is still earnest and active in 
the affairs of life; creeps upon him, does {ts 
work surely and insidiously, poisons the 
blood and undermines the heart, sows the 
seeds of dissolution in the veins and scatters 
germs of decay at the very fount of life, 
but still gives no sign, biding an hour when, 
with cruel, wanton. hand, it will deliver the 

blow is. 


_ Two weeks ago he moved in ‘the busy 
ranks of life, the very busy ranks of legis- 
lative life here at the capitol. His hearty 
laugh rang out, his ieonine voice with just 
a shade of weakness in it spoke out with 
vigor, and his strong tread echoed along 
the marbie corridors. There was no other 
such figure in the scene; no other such 
stories as Uncle Bob’s; no other such warm 
handclasp, frank laugh, genial soul, great 
heart, honest eye. Without airs or pre- 
tence, a modest, yet strong and influential 
figure, he stood out against the legislative 
background with a richness of quaint in- 
dividuality, warmheartedness, ripe wisdom 
and safe judgment which gave him heroic 
proportions. 

The splendid traits which made him 80 
widely loved stood out clear and strong, 
patent to every eye. The big, warm heart, 
the quick intelligence, the positive nature, 
the generous spirit, the tender sympathy 
and the strong mind shone through every 
act and feature. He stood revealed the 
moment he was seen—big in body as in 
heart, big in sympathy, big in generous im- 
pulses, big in his love of right, ig in 
humor, A glance of his kindly eye told 
volumes; a smile from his lips urcurtained 
his inner soul. 

And this is why he so instantly made 
friends. He commended himself to the 
heart so quickly by the frankness and 
genuineness of his manner that one left 
him to remember h:m, and remembered 
him as a friend. 

It sounds so like the perfunctory things 
that are said of all the dead, to say that his 
life was an open book, that I hesitate to 
say tt of Uncle Bob Hardeman. But it was 
true. He had no hidden motives. He lived 
in that large,.frank way which conceals 
nothing of its purpose from the world. He 
saw no danger in openness, he believed no 
right ambition would suffer from the public 
knowing of it. 

This was the Uncle Bob Hardeman whom 
Georgia knew. Big hearted and open, 
teeming with fine energy, bubbling over 
with good humor; warm, strong, ready, 
capable, earnest, willing, true. 

No man in Georgia was better known, and 
none had more friends. No visitor to the 
capitol ever left it without hearing his 
strong laugh, or the manly ring of his 
hearty voice. His strong personality per- 
yaded the treasury department, reigned 
there and lent a brightness to,the hours 
and a lightness to the work.~’He came in 
the mornings big, hearty, laughing and talk- 
ing with the vigor of a strong constitution 
and a perennial good nature. He had @ 
wonderful capacity for work and a perfect 
genius for figures. He threw his quaint 
originality into the performance of his 
duties at the treasury. He never met @ 
caller at the treasury window without 
having a greeting or a story ready. Draw- 
ing their pay became a pleasure to the 
legislators, for Uncle Bob was there to 
pay them off and tell them a story as he 
handed out the money. He always saw the 
humorous side, and he had the gift of a 
master in bringing ft out. 

He was a man of culture, having been 
educated at Oxford, having as his college 
assoc.ates such men as Dr. Haygood and 
Dr. 1. 8S. Hopkins, of this city. He was the 
same happy spirit in these days that he 
was ali through life, until two weeks ago, 


i when he was stricken down. 


Physically he has always been powerful. 
He had a constitution of .ron when a young 
man, and the hard work which he did leit 
no impress upon him. He thrived upon it, 
growing larger and stronger every day. 

The hardships of the war did not tell 
upon him, although he lived the soldier's 
life. He came back home when the last 
battle was ended, just as strong and yigor- 
ous as he was when he’ firet entered the 
service. And he has always been vigorous

and strong—that is, until a little over two 


years ago. 

His work has mostly been with books, 
Years by year he has toiled over figures, 
and all the while blooming and thriving 
and waxing strong. He entered the state’s 


| service in 1876, when he came ‘here as a 


bookkeeper in *Comptroller General Gold- 
smith’s office. He was highly competent in 
that kind of work, having served a long 
time as bookkeeper for the important firm 
of Hardeman & Sparks, of Macon, of which 
his brother was a member, and having 
been for several years a large merchant at 
Monroe, in Walton county, and at Coving- 
ton, 

From the day he entered the service of 
the state as bookkeeper in Comptroller 
General Goldsmith's office, he never left it. 
He remained there until 1884, when he was 
elected treasurer, and left the treasuryship 
to become a member of the legislature from 
Newton county. His death leaves a va- 
cancy im ‘the latter office. 

+% the time he came to Atlanta Uncle 
Bob Was in the prime of his splendid man- 
hoot. He was in the flush of perfect health 
—big, strong and vigbrous. He was tireléss 
in énergy, and the same wonderful capacity 
for: tell.ng good stories and performing a 
miraculous amount of work was his. He 
was the same Bob Hardeman then that he 
was until the end of his days. 

When he entered the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office the present comptroller general, 
Colonel Bill Wright, was a bookkeeper in 
the wild land office. The two then became 
friends, and that friendship, becoming close 
and intimate, lasted un'til Uncle Bob died. 
The ties of brotherhood could not bind two 
men more closely together, and through a 
long and intimate association of over 
twenty years ‘they loved and trusted each 
other. 

The bookkeeper in the wild land office 
was attracted by the big, manly fellow who 
talked loud and laughed heartily and told 
Such excellent stories. He found as thelr 
acquaintance grew that he was a golden 
hearted fellow, with a true and loyal soul, 
and the intimacy between the two state 
officials, friends, was never marred by a 
single incident. 

The time came when they separated in 
the.r work, but the intimacy between them 
never ceased. Colonel Wright was appointed 
comptroller general in 1877, and he retained 
Uncle Bob as head bookkeeper. Here the 
latter remained until 1884, when he was 
elected to succeed Hon. Daniel N. Speer. 

Uncle Beb was never a politician, and he 
did not offer for the treasuryship until 
Mr. Speer had announced that he would not 
be a candidate for re-election. Uncle Bob 
Was easily victorious, and each succeeding 
time that he offered for the place he got it 
with a hearty acclamation, which testified 
to the firm hold which he had upon the 
people’s hearts. No one offered in opposi- 
tion to him, and he might have gone on 
being state treasurer for a half century 
had he lived and chosen to do so. 

He became so thoroughly associated with 
the state treasury in the public mind that 
it wus hard to think of that office without 
him. He was.aiways there, always glowing 
with good nature, his eyes alight with en- 
ergy and geniality; always ready for a good 
story, always ready to laugh deeply and 
heartily. 

It was about three years ago that the 
gradual decline in his health began, which 
ended yesterday in his death. Up to that 
time his health had been perfect. His 
cheeks were glowing and rosy. His eyes 
were clear and sparkling. His laugh was 
strong and hearty. He lacked but a few 
pouncs of tipping the scales at 300 pounds, 

But the insidious decline began, imper- 
ceptible at first. So slow and careful were 
the first small steps of death that not even 
the closest friends of the genial treasurer 
observed any change in him. But slowly, 
certainly, surely death went ahead step 
by step. The slow process of decline at 
last made itself manifest to Uncle Bob. 
He recognized it, but said nothing. He 
was but little alarmed. Two years went 
by, and the decl.ne had progressed to a 
degree that was remarked by his friends. 
The vigor had left his steps, and while his 
happy humor, his hearty laugh and the 
ring in his voice had not left him, st ll there 
was that about him which showed the foot- 
prints of the destroyer. 

Within a year the strong, vigorous man 
lost mwre than 100 potnds. He was no 
longer the hearty, rosy, robust man, but 
shrunken and somewhat pale, his face told 
the story of disease. But still he was Uncle 
Bob Hardeman. Still he laughed and joked 
just as of old; still the brave spirit reigned 
like a king. 

But he realized the serious meaning in 
the decline which had so shrunk his 
powerful figure. It Was nearly a year ago 
that he went to his old friend, Colonel 
Wright, who had noticed with alarm the 
evidences of failing health, and told him 
that he had decided not to run again for 
treasurer. 

“My health is gone,” he said: “I realize 
it. I can’t give the same attention to busi- 
ness that I once did. Trifles trritate me 
now that once were nothing. I know that 
my health is gone—gone,’’ 

Sitting there together, those two, face to 
face, friends for nearly a whole lifetime, 
the lion-hearted man broke down with sur- 
render. The tears coursed down his firm

Washington, December 2.—(Special.)— 
President Cleveland has concluded his mcs- 
sage to be sent to congress next Tuesday. 
Upon what he will say on the Cuban ques- 
tion the most interest is manifested by 
the publc at large, and particularly by the 
financial world. The rough copy of that 
was completed yesterday. It was submitted 
to the cabinet meeting and shown to one 
of the president’s friends, Who has in the 
past been a figure in the government bond 
transactions. ; 

On the Cuban question the president will 
-Say, in brief, that there is no mater.al 
‘yeason why the United Srates should inter- 
fere in the Cuban rebellion just now. He 
says it would be a mistake and would be 
acting in bad faith with Spain under our 
treaty to recognize the Independence of 
Cuba, or even to recognize beli.gerent 
rights to the Cubans at this stage, as con- 
ditions have not materially changed since 
last winter. eR 


rights it involves and American interests 


government to suppress the rebellion in a 
limited time. If at the Conclusion of a rea- 
sonable time, he says, Spain has not put.an 
end to the revolution, then it will be his 
duty as president to recommend to congress 
that this government shall interfere. 

Pr.vately, to this cabinet officers, Mr. 
Cleveland has said that he wii! give Spain 
until the lst of February to put an end 
to the insurrection in Cuba. If at that time 
the war is not at an end, he will send a 
message to congress advocating the recog- 
nition of the independence of the Cuban 
republic. He added that it might result in 
a declaration of war on the part of Spain 
against the United States. 

“But,” said he, “the rainy season in Cuba 
begins at that time and with it hostilities 
must cease for months. If Spain cannot 
never conquer, and this government must 
do its duty by its own people.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland reached this conclusion, and 
prepared his message after full conference 
with Consul General Fitzhugh Lee. It has 
been approved by Secretary of State Olney, 
The Spanish government has already been 
notified of the purport of the message sev- 
eral weeks ago, and that has, perhaps, 
caused the recent vigor of Weyler’s cam- 
paign against the insurgents. The general 
opinion, as expressed in the cabinet meet- 
ing yesterday, was that the insurgents 
could not be conquered in the time limit 
expressed by Mr. Cleveland. 

Whether when the president’s time limit 
expires, and he communicates to congress, 
Spain will declare war remains to be seen.

Havana Bankers Offer Loans of Money te 
Gomez and Maceo. |

THEY WANT THE WAR TO END 


Half the Stores in Cuba’s Capital Are 
Closed. 


THERE IS VERY LITTLE BUSINESS DOING 


Weyler’s Movements Are Watched by 


Spies in Havana; Who Send In- 
formation to Cuban Generals. 


New York, December 2.—The Ward line 
steamship Yumuri, recently from Havana, 
brought news of the revolution which has 
greatly encouraged the Cubans in this city. 
The Yumuri was in the harbor of Havana 
on the day of the second departure of Cap- 
tain General Weyler in quest of Maceo. 

A Cuban who had escaped to Mexico was 
one of the first cabin passengers. He came 
on a secret mission to the junta and trav- 
eled under an assumed name. He said this 
morning that when the Yumuri left Ha- 
vana everything was in confusion in the 
city. Soldiers were tramping through the 
streets and officers were dashing about 
with orders. The most rigid watch was 
kept on persons leaving the city for fear 
that the movement of the Spanish army 
would reach the insurgents. All of the ef- 
forts of the Spanish to prevent this infor- 
mation from reaching the Cubans, however, 
were futile, he said. The Cubans knew 
Weyler’s every move. They had spies dis- 
tributed all through the city and the Span- 
jards had no means of detecting them. 
These sp’es were in constant communicar 
tion with the armies of Gomez and Maceo. 

Business in Havana was at a standstill 
when the Yumuri sailed. Half the stores 
were shut up and scarcely anybody except 
Spanish soldiers were to be seen in the 
streets. Persons suspected of insurrection- 
ary leanings were watched by spies and 
were in constant danger of being thrown 
into prison. 

Bankers Are Tired of Weyler. 

In a letter to a Cuban in New York, which 
escaped the Spanish censors, is the state- 
ment that a number of Havana bankers 
who have hitherto held aloof from the rev- 
olution, have sent word to Gomez and 
Maceo that they would let them have money 
to buy arms with if they would hurry the 
war to a conclusion. These bankers, it is 
said, are very much annoyed at Weyler’s 
mismanagement of affairs and in conse- 
quence their business has been seriously 
impaired, 

Austin Aguero, who left this city on one 
of the recent expeditions, has written an 
account of Weyler’s recent defeat in Pinar 
del Rio to friends here. Aguero is in Ma- 
ceo’s cavalry and took part in the battle in 
the Rubi hills. He pays a high tribute to 
the skill of the young American electrician, 
Linn. 

Aguero says that there are a number of 
Texas cowboys, who have seen service in 
the Ranger corps on the Rio Grande with 
Maceo’s cavalry, They have proved them- 
selves to be very daring soldiers, always 
ready for any service that requires endur- 
ance and desperate enterprise. Since the 
defeat of Weyler. Maceo's soldiers 
see very. little of the Spanish soldiers in 
Pinar del Rio. They do not venture from 
their strongholds except in large bodies. 

The Cubans are always on the alert and 
when they catch small detached bodies they 
invariably destroy them. A great many 
of the Spaniards captured have joined the 
revolution. They say that Spain’s com- 
missariat has been: so frightfully misman- 
aged that half the time they did not get 
enough to eat. The Spaniards cannot get 
anything by foraging, because they are 
afraid to forage. 

The Cubans on the other hand are living 
well The people of Pinar del Rio are 
thoroughly patriotic, and the atrocities of 
the Spaniards have afoused their resent- 
ment to a high pitch. They voluntarily

FOUR LITTLE ONES 
KILL THEMSELVES 


Wore Playing in the House While Their 
Mother Was Absent. 


‘FOUND A BOX OF MATCHES 


"While Striking Them Their Clothing 
Caught Fire. | 


CHILDREN TRIED TO EXTINGUISH THE FLAMES

Unable To Open Door or Wit 
Smoke Suffocated Them—Mother 
Finds Them Dead. 


Chicago, December 2,—Four little children, 
locked in a house at No. 12% Fifty-third 
avenue, were smothered to death during a 
fire in a pile of clothing in the room where 
they were all playing today. 

Mrs. Mary Barth, the mother left the 
house at 10:30 o’clock to go to the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway yards to 
pick coal, locking the door behind her. 
The children, Joseph, six years; Rosie, four 
years; John, two years, and Louis, one 
years old, were playing in the ining room. 

During the absence of the mother they 
secured a box of matches and it is supposed 
ignite@ the clothing in their play. The cur- 
tains over the only window in the room 
were burned and the casements were 
scorched. The distracted mother returned 
two hours later to find the house filled with 
smoke. The heap of burning clothing was 
still smouldering and the bodies of the 
little ones were lying on the floor. An 
empty bucket was nearby, indicating that 
an attempt had been made to extinguish 
the blaze, 

Unable to open doors or windows, and 
having exhausted the supply of water in 
the house, the four children were overcome 
in the dense smoke that filled the whole 
house and were dead before assistance 
came., John Barth, the father, is a teamster, 
and had left home to attend to his work 
early this morning. 


CHILD BURNS NEAR OPELIKA. 


Its Mother Witnessed the Little Boy’s 
Horrible Fate. — 

Opelika, Ala., December 2.—(Special.)—A 
deplorable accident occurred near here yes- 
terday in which the three-year-old son of 
Mr. Mack Robinson was burned to death in 
sight .of several people, including his 
mother. She had left him by the fire and 
went to attend to something about the 
house. Being startled in a few minutes by 
his screams, she hurried back and saw him, 
a mass of flames, running down the road, 
away from the house, toward a spr’ng 
where a negro woman was washing clothes. 
He ran about seventy-five yards and fell. 

He was quickly carried in and given at- 
tention, but died after lingering a short 
tme. He was a nephew of Judge W. C. 
Robinson, probate judge of the county.

AUSTRALIAN WAS A WINNER WITH EASE 


Californian Fouled Repeatedly but 
Lanky Bob Preferred to Wait 
and Knock Him Out. 


San Francisco, December 2.—Bob Fitz- 
simmons was tonight robbed of a victory 
which he had clearly earned by punching 
Tom Sharkey into insensibility. 

No one in the audience saw the foul com- 
plained of, but all saw Sharkey strike the 
Australian in clinches and wrestle him all 
over the ring a score of times. 

The call of time saved the sailor at the 
end of four rounds, and the referee finally 
saved him in the eighth, after Fitzsimmons 
had knocked him out with a couple of left 
hooks, both of which struck the jaw. Fitz- 
stmmons finished without a mark on his 
body and did not receive a single fair 
punch from the sailor in the entire con- 


test. 

As Sharkey rolled over on his back, Wyatt 
Earp, the referee, announced that Fitz- 
simmons had struck him foul with his knee 
and that the decision should go to Sharkey. 
The decision was received with hoots and 
jeers and Earp disappeared just in time 
to avoid rough handling. 

Fitzsimmons put up a clean, hard fight, 
and though he was fouled repeatedly and 
wrestled all over the ring, he never mur- 


mured. 

Fitzsimmons entered the ring at 10:03, 
o’clock, followed by his seconas, Bob's 
many San Francisco friends shrieked them- 
selves hoarse when their favorite appeared, 
but their efforts were as the bark of a dog 
compared with the fierce yelp of a sea lion 
to the greeting which Sharkey received 
five minutes later as he vaulted into the 
ring. 

Fitzsimmons sat quietly in his corner and 
eyed the sailor, while Sharkey surveyed h’s 
f opponent critically for the first time. 
Fifteen thousand persons were ‘n the audi- 
torium when the gloves were inspected and 
laid in the center of the ring, \ 

A ‘hurried consultation was held between 
President Groom and the seconds and man- 
agers of the pugilists, but: the referee had 
not appeared.- 

Nothing but.tne clicking of the telegraph” 
instruments eould be heard when the men 
were introduced. 

The cordon of police was drawn tightly 
around the ring, and there were more 
whispered consultations, but st'll the cele- 
brated Harp, the Arizona gun-fighter, who 
had been selected to referee, failed to 
show up. 

The appearance finally of the noted 
frontiersman created more excitement than 
did that of the principals. 

As Earp stepped through the ropes Julian 
eyed him suspiciously, evidently having in 
mind fouls and hugging bouts. The cause 
of the delay was explained a second later, 
when the master of ceremofies announced 
that Mr. Julian refused to accept Mr. 
Earp. 

Julian secured an audience and explained 
that he had accepted every reputable man’s 
name which had been suggested, but did 
not propose to take any chances with a 
man who was professedly ignorant of the 
rules. 

The crowd heard Julian patiently, and 
their sympathies were evidently with the 
Australian. Earp endeavored to make him- 
self heard, but failed. 

After a great deal of wrangling, Fitz- 
simmons arose and shouted: “Gentlemen, 
I have given in to everybody in all my 
fights, and I'll give in to this. Let Sharkey 
take the bandages off his hand. I have 
none on mine,’ and immediately the crowd 
stood up and cheered for the Cornish 
man. 

Sharkey’s bandages were removed, and 
the men shook hands at 10:35. 

Mr. Earp removed his coat and the fight 
apparentiy was on. 

Two Knockdowns by Fitz. 

Round One—They were both cautious. 
Fitzsimmons followed his man, led and 
closed with Sharkey. Tom led and missed. 
Another lead’ from Tom caught Fitzsim- 
mons on the shoulders Sharkey was very 
active, while Fitzsimmons seemed cool and 
settled down to his dangerous crouch. Af- 
ter clinching, Tom hit Pim on the neck. 
Fitzsimmons’s lead on the sailor were 
unproductive. Fitzsimmons put his right 
on the neck lightly and in the clinch 
Sharkey lifted Fitzsimmons lIike a baby.

Chippewa Falls, Wis., December 2.—This 
was moving day in Chippewa Falls and 
along the Chippewa valley down to the 
Mississippi. The lower streets of the city 
were alive and noisy with moving wagons, 
all descriptions of drays, sawdust carts, 
farm wagons and delivery outfits. Every- 
thingy that could be drafted into service 
was set at work and the merchants of 
Spring street got to places of safety with 
epeed. 

At midnight the water, forced back from 
the Chippewa ice gorge, was creeping up 
the street toward the Wisconsin Central 
station. This morning at 8 o’clock the 
water was two feet aibove the tracks. An 
hour later the tracks were abandoned. 

The ‘water rose steadily and at noon 
Spring street, in its business section, was 
a lake. For several blocks further back 
hotels and business houses were chilly, the 
water having extinguished all fires. 

For ten miles below the Chippewa river 
is filled with ice, gorged well to the bot- 
tom, obstructing the flow, and back of it 
the water is constantly and rapidly rising 
' to the dam at the upper end of the city. 
| Below the gorge to the Eau Claire the 
waiter is receding) while reports from above 
the dam indicate that the water on the 
Upper Chippewa, Clambeau and other 
streams will soon go down. 

There is a complete cessation of business 
here and hundreds have been to great in- 
convenience and loss—that is all as yet. 
But the shadow of a great calamity lies 
over the Chippewa valley. 

it is of record that fifty years ago an 
ice gorge formed near here and that when 
it went out in the spring it swept the 
valley clean to the Mississippi. There 
were no houses then, but great trees were 
cut off, banks swept and devastation fol- 
lowed. If the weather is not just right 
from now until spring .history may repeat 
itself—not in an uninhabited, wooded coun- 
try, but in a valley lined with farming 
homes and rich, prosperous cities. ‘ 

Eau Claire might be swept out of ex- 
istence by such a flood and the loss would 
be incalculable and terrible. All this is a 
possibility, perhaps probability. If the 
weather should moderate now, or should 
the force of the backwater become s0 
great as to loosen or break the jam of ice 
and logs, packed almost inextricably be- 
tween this city and Eau Claire, the ca- 
lamity would come now. 

With the mercury at zero, the suffering 
from the flood would be beyond the power 
of imaginatien. Vast masses of water are 
flawing} up over the upper dam above the 
Weyerhauser mill at the lower end of the 
city, bringing down broken ice in large 
quantities. 

Below the rapids, at the dam, this water 
flows under the ice pack for miles, shoving 
against the bridges and backing into the 
town. The water is twenty-five feet above 
low mark.

HEAVIEST FOR EIGHTEEN YEARS 


That Is the Report of the Storm from 
Charlotte. 

Charlotte, N. C., December 2.—A winter 
storm of unusual severity began here last 
night, 

The snow is nine to ten Inches deep. The 
€lectric street car service made a brave 
fight for the right of way during the day. 
It coupled four of its largest cars together 
with a snow plow in front and cleared the 
track, giving the city a partial service dur- 
ing the day, but the winds Kept drifting 
the snow: upon the track and at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon the cars stopped running.

The 
snow is the heaviest in Charlotte for the 
eighteen years that weather records have 
been kept. \ 


Diagnosis of the Weather. 
Washington, December 2.—The barome- 
ter has fallen rapidly on the Carolina and 
Virginia coasts, and a storm of great 
energy is apparently central to the east 
of Hatteras. The barometer lias also fall- 
en rapidly in the extreme northwest and 
slowly over the central valleys and lake 
regions; it has risen on the gulf and Pacific 
coasts and in northeastern New England. 

It is colder on the Atlantic coast, but 
the temperature has risen slowly in the 
central valleys and lake regions. It is 
much warmer in the extreme northwest, 

Heavy snows are reported from the 
south Atlantic states and heavy rains on 
the south Atlantic coast.

Although for several days the tidings 
from his bedside have been of such a | 
dharacter as to foreshadow the issue of 
his malady, it is nevertheless with pro- | 
found sorrow throughout the entire state | 
that the sad fact of his death is real- 
ized. Few public men in Georgia have 
filed such a warm place in the hearts | 
of the people as “Uncle Bob’ Hardeman 
Every one knew him by that familiar 
term of endearment, and took a special 
delight in applying ft to him. 

As treasurer of the state of Georgia 
for many years Colonel Hardeman en- | 
joyed throughout his entire connection | 


with that office the unbroken confidence | 
and esteem of his fellow citizens. Such, | 


he acquired by reason of his conspicu- 
ous zeal and fidelity that no one dared 
oppose him in a contest for that office. 
Had he desired to remain in the ser- 
vice.of the state as treasurer it is be- 
lieved that he could have occupied the 
office for life. 

Such, however, was not the wish of 
Colonel Hardeman. Retiring a few 
months ago from the high position 
which he had filled with so much henor 
to the state, he withdrew to his country 
home near Oxford, where he hoped to 
enjoy a much-needed rest. Instead of 
realizing this cherished wish, however, 
he soon found himself, at the request of 
his fellow citizens, in the race for the 
legislature. Scarcely hiad he taken his 
seat in the house of representatives as 
one of Georgia’s lawmakers before the 
grasp of disease made itself serioushy 
felt in his system. Once more he re- 
tired to his peaceful home, embowered 
among the trees of Oxford, and sought 
to find healing in their midst. But in 
vain he waited.

Depew as a Historian. 
Between the historians of the Ameri- 
ean revolution and Dr. Chauncey M. 
Depew there is quite a grave difference 
of opinion. 

Without a single exception the. his- 
torians agree in citing Lexington as the 
spot on which the first Diood of the revo- 
lution was shed. 

Dr. Depew, however, who also lived 
in those davs and who remembers in 
chronological order the various engae- 
ments between the Americans and the 
British, gives the following version of 
the first eneonnmter: 

On the 16th of May, 1774, a committee 
of corresvondents was formed in the 
city of New York to communicate with 
the different colonies respecting the in- 
creasing aggressions of the British g£Ov- 
ernment wpon popular rights. While lit- 
tle attent’on was paid tothis communi- 
cation for @ year in most parts of the 
country, it was taken up immediately 
by those fighting sons of the Green 
Mountains. They resolved at once to 
make cOMmmon cause with the other col- 
onies and to maintain their richts,- as 
they had always maintained them,

With Their Eyes Wide Open. 

The New York World is trying hard 
to make something else than a republi- 
can victory out of the election of Mr. 
McKinley. On this line Editor Pulitzer 
informs the president-elect that “he 
knows perfectly that he was not elected 
by the republican party or for republi- 
can party purposes,” 

What nonsense! The man who did 
not know what Mr. McKinley and the 
republican party stood for ought to be 
disfranchised under the law that pre- 
vents idiots and imbeciles from exercis- 
ing the privileges of citizenship. There 
was the history of the republican party 
writ large; there was the political career 
of Mr. McKinley; there was the platform 
of the St. Louis convention that every- 
body could read, and that leaves but one 
interpretation. Tihat platform set forth 
the plans and purposes of the republican 
party, and its whole intention was to 
invite the voters of the country to in- 
dorse those :plans and purposes. 

It is the veriest nonsense, therefore, 
for The New York World to say that Mr. 
McKinley “knows perfectly that he was 
not elected by the republican party or 
for republican party purposes.” He was 
elected by voters who preferred the pol- 
icy of the republican party to that of 
the Palmer-Buckner crowd, or to 
of the democratic party. 

The voters had a choice of three poli- 
cies. The democrats offered them the 
restoration of silver and the reforms 
that democratic principles demand. The 
Palmer-Buckner crowd offered them the 
gold standard and tariff reform. 
republicans offered them the gold stand- 
ard until international bimetallism can 
be brought about and the policy of pyro- 
tection. 

The people, after hearing all sides and 
taking into consideration all the cir- 
cumstances, indorsed the republican 
candidate and the republican policy. The 
pretense that they voted for Mr. Me- 
Kinley for some other reason than the 
fact thalt he is a republican of republi- 
cans, is the very essence of puerility. 
By voting for Mr. McKinley a majority 
of the people have not only accepted the 
platform pledges of the republican par- 
ty, but have given that party a com- 
mission to cafry out any policy that 
may suggest Aitself to the republican 
leaders. 

It may be that, after all, the people 
will not be satisfied with the way in 
which the republican party executes its 
commission; but that is a matter for 
the future to decide. Meanwhile, it is 
far too early for such assistant repmnbli- 
can organs as The New York World to 
begin to complain at the result of their 
efforts to discredit democratic doctrines, 
They have not succeeded in discrediting 
these doctrines, but they have aided in 
the election of a high tariff president, 
a high tariff congress and an adminis- 
tration as friendly to trusts and monopo- 
lies as the one that is shortly to go out, 
And they have engaged in this business 
with their eyes open.

Li Hung’s Humiliation. 

Only a few weeks ago Li Hung Chang 
was the toast of both Burope and Amer- 
ica. Today the pigtail of the famous 
viceroy is under a cloud of humiliation 
and disgrace. 

Scarcely had the oriental diplomat re- 
turned to his home in China and felt 
himself secure once more in his native 
environs before he rudely encountered 
the displeasure of his sovereign. From 
the meager reports which have come to 
hand it seems that Li Hung, without 
first obtaining permission, went out 
for a short stroll in the imperial park. 
It is a grievous offense for any one 
to enter the royal imclosure without the 
king’s permission, but the viceroy, pre- 
suming upon the consent of his gracious 
sovereign, undertook to violate the cus- 
tom. It is barely possible that the vice- 
roy’s tour of the globe and the lavish 
manner in which he was entertained by 
kings and emperors had something to do 
with the independent fashion in which 
he paraded the royal grounds. No sooner 
had the emperor Tearned of this will- 
ful act of disobedienice on the part of 
one of his subjects than he determined 
to humiliate the pride of the viceroy 
by reminding him of his own power 
and influence. 

Accordingly the emperor ordered LA 
Hung into his presence and notified him 
of the deep displeasure with which he 
had heard of his conduct. As a punish- 
ment for the offense of trespassing upon 
the royal grounds the viceroy was strip- 
ped of his insignia and also deprived ofa 
year’s salany. The treatment of the Chi- 
nese viceroy at the hands of his 
sovereign emphasizes the truth of the 
proverb that a prophet is not without 
honor save in his own country and 
among his own people.

DECIDED AGAINST THE BISHOP. 


Ecclesiastical Court Finds for the 


Priests—Bishop to Pay. 

, Ia.. December 2.—The judgment 
ae pret a ober ecclesiastical court 
of the Roman church in the famous pase 
of Bishop Bonacum, of Lineoin, Neb., 
against Fathers Fitzgerald and Murphy, of 
his diocese, was delivered yesterday. 

The court finds for the priests against 


the bishop on every point of the appeal, 


which was ordered by the propaganda at 
Rome, after Delegate Satolli had refused 
to grant one. The bishop 1s judged to have 
been actuated by sinister and vindictive 
miotives, to have published falsehoods and 


decetved Cardinal] Satolll. 

The court declares null and void all the 
sentences of the bishop, withdrawing the 
faculties of the defendant priests, sentenc- 
ing them to do penance in Canada for con- 
tumacy and condemning them generally. 

The bishop is condemned to pay the ex- 
penses of the exonerated priests and the 
nosts of the trial, to pay Father Fitzger- 
ald $875 and Father Murphy $325 as dam- 
ages and to withdraw the priests he sent 
to Tecumseh, Neb., where Father Murphy 
is rector of St. Ambrose church, and to 
Auburn, Neb., where Father Fitzgerald is 
rector of St. Joseph’s ehurch. The pay- 
ments are ordered to be made to the court 
within thirty days. There is no appe 
from the sentences pronounced. .

Fertilizer Company of Atlanta has come in 
and added to Captain Purse’s complaint. 
He charged that the low through rates from 
Charieston, Wiimungton and Norfoik ena- 
bie the manufacturers in those cities to 
ship fertilizers into Georgia at rates wh.ch 
the Savannah manufacturer cannot meet. 

He cited numerous instances to bear out 
his contention. For example, he showed 
that the rate from Charieston on a ton of 
fertilizers to Tennilic, Ga., was just the 


Savannah, which is much nearer. He mul- 
tiplied instances and stated that South 
Caroiina shipped into Georgia $1,000,000 
worth of fertilizers, which Georgia manu- 
facturers shouid lave solid and could have 
soid to the farmers had there been equal 
conditions on rates.

Pres'dent Thomas was spokesman for 
the party. He urged very earnestly the im-

sented at Nashville and agreed to trans- 
port any exhibit which Georgia should 
make free of charge both ways. He also 
agreed to furnish transportation ‘to all of 
the men who would be in charge of the ex- 
hibit and to committees from both houses 
of the Georgia legislature, who will visit 
the grounds and buildings for the purpose 
of seeing the scope of the expositions 

The governor was very favorably im- 
pressed with the remarks of the Tennessee- 
ans. He will probably make a recommen- 
dation to the legislature that a committee 
from both houses be sent to Nashville on 
an inspection tour to dec.de whether or not 
it will be of advantage to the state to ex- 
hibit. 

The governor showed the Tenneseeans 
the permanent exhibit of the state, which 
is located on the third floor of the capitol. 
The visitors were delighted with what they 
saw in the way of mineral, agricultural, 
lumber and fruit displays, and said that 
the permanent exhibit in itself would make 
one of the finest state exhibits that could 
be brought together.

That vote was one on @asTecing to the 
adverse report of the @eral judiciary 
committee, and on it twety-six senators 
voted in the negative, wh means in fa- 
vor of the passage of thebill. 

The bill provides for @ amendment to 
the constitution, and as @h a two-thirds 
vote is necessary Twenpnine votes are 
therefere necessary to t# passage of the 
bill, and it is claimed ¢ those who ad- 
vocate it that there weremough absentees 
yesterday morning to tim the total up 
to the requisite amountshould a vote be 
taken in the full senate. 

The bill was the spe@l order of yes- 
terday morning and it@veloped a sur- 
prisingly strong sentimet in favor of the 
election by the people mtead of by the 
legislature. The argumet developed that 
several men who voted & favor of the re- 
iport of the committe were at heart 
against the present mihod, but were 
doubtful as to the oneproposed by the 
Hopkins bill. 

During the progress ofdebate sensational 
intimations and direct @arges were made 
by some of the speakes It was charged 
for instance that there fs upon the bench 
today a judge who, if le had his deserts, 
would be wearing chais like some of the 
mien whom he had sent@ced. This charge 
was made by senator Tancey Carter, the 
populist, and it was @pplemented by a 
statement from that g@tleman to the ef> 
fect that if he were preged he would make 
further disclosures. ¥

It was the talk aft the debate that 


Senator Carter might be instrumental) in 
bringing about impeagment proceedings, 
though he would say thing on this gcore 
himself. 

There were many other charges, but they — 
were aimed at the system, not at the in-. 
dividuals who profit by it. Wholesale 
trading in elections before the legislature, 
was charged by a thumber of leading 
democrats, and in reply to the suggestion 
that the judges shold not be forced to 
take a hand in polities Senator Gray made 
the declaration that in a number of in- 
etances which he might cite, judges had 
been elected to that honorable position 
simply for the purpose of making it a 
stepping stone to congress and for the 
purpose of securing such an acquaintance 
as would be beneficial to them in future 
politics. 

Altogether, it was a very lively session 
and came fully up to the expectations of 
those who had said there would be fun 
when the question was up. 


Senator Hopkins Begins It. 

The first speaker in the discussion was 
senator Hopkins, of Thomas, who is the 
author of the bill. The senator made @ 
strong speech in favor of elections by the 
people. In the course of it he presented 
some highly interesting figures showing 
the methods in vogue in the other states. 
He showed that out of forty-four states of 
the union, shown in the census of 1890, 
Bhirty-one choose their judizey by the 
qualified voters, in other words, by the di- 
rect vote of the peopie. In almost all of 
these instances the vote is taken by dis- 
tricts. In one or two instances of special 
judgeships it is by 'the state at large. 

The states which elect by the people are 
the following): Alabama, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Kan- 
sas, Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, ‘Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
York, North Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Te"- 
nessee, Texas, Vermont, Washington, West 
Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

In nine states the judges are selected by 
appointment of the governor. These are 
Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Louisiana, 
(Maine, Massachusetts, Mississippi, New 
Hampshire and New Jersey. 

In only four states does the practice of 
electing by the legislature obtain. These 
are Georgia, Rhode Island, South Carolina 
and Virginia. 

To. ce his argument more effective he 
shows the population of these states 
under the census of 1890 was 62,116,811. Of 
thege the states electing by the legislature 
or appointing by ‘the governor had a popu- 
lation of 13,425,820, showing a majority for 
the plan of electing by the people of 48,690,- 
991. Or to make it more plain, he showed 
that the states wherein there was election 
by the legislature had a population of only 
4,989,988, as against the states operating 
other methods, which had a population of 
57,126,823. 

He referred to the history of the various 
movements in Georgia. He referred to the 
changes which have been made from one 
end of the state to the other, of political 
dealings and of scheming before the legis- 
lature, and he referred particularly to the 
overwhelming sentiment of the people in 
the state, as he believed, in favor of 
elections by the people. He urged sena- 
tors to vote against agreeing to the report 
of the committee and made a strong argu- 
ment in the presentation of his case. 

“The importance to the state of a pure, 
able and upright judiciary,’’ said Senator 
Hopkins, “is too manifest to warrant the 
Consumption of the time of the senate by 
me in presenting it. In the consideration cf 
this measure two question arise. Fist, do 
the people desire to change their consti- 
tution? Second, is there need of a change.

Senator Hopkins is ene of the ablest 
members of the general assembly, and he 
made just such a speech as his friends ex- 
pected of him. 


Senator Battle fer the Report. 
Senator Battle made a strong argument 
in favor of accepting the report of the 
committee. He pointed to the fact that the 
constitution had expressly provided this 


| method of election because, Mm the wisdom 


of the grand men who comiposed that con- 
yention, there were less objections to this 
Method than to any gther. He appealed 


| to the senators not to. put the elections of 


the judiciary where they would be in the , 
filth of politics. He said that under any 
System there would be charges that the 
politicians controlled; and that those who 


| failed of election would ory out against the 


System, but to his mind the plan of mak- 
‘ing judges and solicitors. .dependent for 
théir election upon the tien’ who came be- 
fore them would be dangeroug and infin- 
itely less satisfactory than, the present 
Plan. Mr. Battle’s speech was short, but 
Was able and delivered with the earnest- 
ness characteristic of that gentleman. 
Restrictions That Are Necessary. 

He was followed. by. Senator Kilpatrick, 
who also argued against the bill of Sen- 
ator Hopkins and in favor of the report 
of the committee. He first took up the 
bill of Senator Hopkins and declared that 
it had been improperly drawn, in that it 
seeks to amend section 5159 of the code, 
when, in truth, sections [137 and 5161, gov- 
ern the election of judges and solicitors. 
This, he said, was an objection to the form 
of the bill that would necessitate an 
amendment. 

Passing from this, however, to the main 
question raised by the bill, he declared this 
is not a government merely of majoritics— 
@ government resting solely upon public 
will. “It is,” said he, “a government of 
majorities under constitutional checks and 
limitations—a government resting upon the 
will of the people, but that will controlled, 
directed and limited so'that our form of 
government cannot be changed by every 
passing. change or caprice—so that a major- 
ity may be protected and not crushed by 
each recurring revolution in popular opin- 
fons. 

“It has been argued,” said he, “that be- 


and the declarations of the people in favor 
of electing supreme court judges by the 
people, that we should elect our superior 
court judges in the same way. The judges 
of the supreme court do not come into di- 
rect contact with the people. The circuit 
judges, on the other hand, do, and if this 
bill becomes a law would ‘have to elec- 
tioneer and scheme for the popular vote, 
It would mean to drag down into the mire 
of partisan politics the ermine of the judge 
and the toga of the solicitor.” 
The Result of a Scheme. 

Senator Kilpatrick made a sensational 
charge with regard to the adoption of the 
supreme court amendment. “That amend- 
ment.” he declared, ‘“‘was passed by a po- 
litical scheme agreed upon by the populist 
and democratic leaders. They got together 
and printed on all of the tickets ‘for the 
amendment,’ and none against. Many voted 
for the amendment without knowing for 
what they voted.”’ 

Senator Kilpatrick declared that the rep- 
resentatives of the people are as pure as 
the people whom they represent and are 
equally as intelligent. If these representa- 
tives make mistakes, a man of the people 
would likewise be likely to make mistakes. 
‘We have among us,” he declared, ‘‘a pe- 
culiar people. Our environments are such 
we cannot afford to take a risk of this sort 
of legislation. When that part of our citi- 
zenship to whom I refer shall have become 
worthy, by reason of increased  intelli- 
gence, integrity and patriotism, to cast an 
intelligent ballot, then it will do to change 
the present system, but in my opinion it 
would be unwise to attempt that now. 
What is the reason for this measure? I 
can see none. I can see nothing in it to 
prevent selection by practical chicanery. 
It is as easy for politicians to control a 
nominating convention as it is for them to 
control a legislature—much easier, For me, 
I do not believe the bill would bring about 
the end which its author desires. I do not 
believe it would be any improvement on the 
present system and I shail vote against it 
and in favor of sustaining the report of the 
committee.”’ 

The Constitution Has Been Changed. 
Senator Golightly referred to the argu- 
ment which has beeh advanced to the ef- | 
fect that because the constitutional con- 
vention had in its wisdom chosen this meth- 
od it should be allowed to remain. He 
pointed to a number of instances in which 
the people had become dissatisfied with 
some sections of the constitution, and re- 
ferred to the election of the additional 
judges to the supreme court as one of these 
instances, po.nting to the immense vote by 
which the people had decided in favor of 
the change. ‘The method proposed,” de- 
clared Senator Golightly, “‘may not be per- 
fect, but I believe that the people are wise 
enough to take care of themselves in this 
matter and select proper judges and solici- 
tors. It has been charged that there has 
been corruption in electing judges. W heth- 
er this is true or not I can’t say, but I 
think it safe to leave it to the people, whom 
‘IT believe can be relied on to come to the 

right conclusion in the matter. 

Crisp and the People. 

Dr. Stewart made a strong and vigorous 
argument in favor of the bill. He referred 
to the late Judge Crisp as @ man of great 
brain and great soul and great mind—a 
great man, who knew the true source of 
power and who had declared that he did 
not care for nomination to the highest of- 
fice in the gift of his party unless it came 
from the people. He referred to the part 
which the people played in defending the 
cause of the south, speaking eloquently of 
their gallantry: “Who are we, self- 
constituted officers, to say that the people 
shall not have this right when they un- 
doubtedly want it. I indorse 4 great deal 
that has been said about the wisdom of the 
framers of the present constitution, but in 
considering that gocument we must re- 
member that the men who made it had just 
passed through the most troublous times 
that ever were had, and in making a new 
constitution they were overthrowing one

ment. Pag 

Mr. Little said, commenaing (On; next 
Tuesday morning, the finahce, committee 
desired that the house giveyall of its time 
to the consideration of appropriafien bills 
and bills to raise revenue, and he asked 
that a special order be made‘to that effect 
at once. The house agreed to the request 
of Mr. Little and after next Monday the 
house will resolve itself into the committee 
of the whole every morning after the read- 
ing of the journal and the work of passing 
upon the appropriation bills will commence. 

It has already been demonstrated that 
there is a disposition among thé members 
of the house to discuss at length items of 
appropriation bills and it is probable that 
much time will be lost when the bills to be 
reported by the committee are before the 
house.

Every 
member may speak as long and as often 
as he can secure the floor, and for that 
reason much time will be consumed, mak- 
ing it aftogether probable that few bills of 
importatice will reach final action during 
the present esssion. Many bills will go over 
until the session of 1897, which will not be 
consumed by work on appropriation bills, 
those to be passed this year covering two 
years” expenses. 


Graduates May Teach School. 


In the ‘house yesterday Mr. West, of 
Lowndes county, introduced a bill to permit 
graduates of the Georgia State Normal 
school of Athens to teach school in any of 
the common schools of this state without 
having to stand the regular teachers’ exam- 
ination. The bill enacts that diplomas 
given to students of the college shall be 
sufficient evidence that graduates are com- 
petent to teach school. The Dill was re- 
ferred to the committee on education. 

Mr. Hill, of Troup, thinks that too much 
time its being lost by members talking. He 
thinks that fifteen minutes is long enough 
for a member of the house to express him- 
self on any measure, and yesterday he. of- 


fered an amendment to the rules preventing 


a longer consumption of time than a quar- 
ter of an hour by the speech of any mem- 
ber.

(Mr. Chartres, of Lumpkin, of the com- 
mittee on rules, moved that the proposed 
amendment to he rules be referred to the 
committee on rules, and that disposition of 
the matter was made. 

A mess&ge from the senate by Mr. Bob 
Riley, one of its clerks, announced that 
the senate had concurred in certain house 
bills and joint resolutions and had passed 
certain bills in which the concurrence of the 
house was asked. 

To Amend Macon’s Charter. 

The bill to amend certain provisions of 
the charter of Macn was taken up on mo- 
tion of ‘Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, and put 
upon its passage. The bill was read the 
third time and passed. The principal feat- 
ure of the bill is to allow the people of 
Macon to vote on the question of the abo- 
lition of the fire and police boards of the 
city. 

Sor some time there has been considera- 
ble dissatisfaction among the people of Ma- 
con as to the provisions of the city charter 
and on December 12th an election will be 
held for the purpose of allowing the people 
to say whether the fire commissioners and 
police commissioners’ boards shall be con- 
tinued or abolished. The bill gives the city 
of Macon certain other rights, powers and 
privileges. 


TURNER AND GRAY. 


Both Bills Were Reported Favorably 
by the Senate Committee.

ATLANTA RAILROAD MEN ADOPT RESOLUTIONS 


Committee Appointed by Union Meet- 
ing Submits Report, Asking for 
the Support of Two Bills.

The railroad labor organizations through- 
Out the country are strongly urging con- 
gress to pass the arbitration bill now pend- 
ing in that body and also the bill to allow 
trial by jury in contempt cases. Hundreds 
of lodges of the different labor orders have 
recently adopted resolutions asking for the 
passage of the two bills amd dozens of 
big) union meetings of railroad men have 
Deen held in different sections of the 
country, at which resolutions of a similar 
import have been adopted since the ad- 
journment of congress last spring. 
“When congress meets next Monday all 
of those resolutions and petitions will 
be presented to members of the house and 


| senate and hundreds of editorial and news- 


paper clippings favorable to the bills will 
also be handed to congressmen. Every ef- 
fort will be made by the labor men to 
demonstrate to the national law-makers 
that the sentiment of the railroad men of 
the country and millions of workers in 
other branches of industry want the arbi- 
tration bill and the contempt of court 
bill passed at the coming session of the 
congress. 
To Do Away with Strikes. 

The arbitration bil provides for the 
settlement of labor disputes between rail- 
road companies and their employes by 
peaceable means. The bill does not seek 
to mak arbitration compulsory, but leaves 
it optional with both parties to appoint an 
arbitrator, the two selected to choose a 
third arbitrator or umpire. The arbitra- 
tors are to be appointed and called upon 
to decide when employes and employers 
are unable to reach agreemeatts when dis- 
putes arise on wages or other questions. 


‘The bill contains other provisions designed 


to protect lkabor and capital alike and if 
passed it ig believed by the railroad men 
that strikes will be a thing of the past. 
It is believed that under proper restric- 
tions and safeguards disputes can be set- 
tled by arbitration and that the country 
‘will not witness a repetition of the great 
railroad srtikes of the past few years. 
Senator Hill’s Contempt Bill. 

The contempt of court bill was intro- 
duced in the senate by Senator Hill, of 
New York. It is a bill to protect persons 
charged with contempt of court by allow- 
ing them the privilege of trial by jur?. 
Heretofore railroad employes in the ser- 
vice of railroads in the hands of court re- 
ceivers who have been charged with vio- 
lating) rules of the receivers or who have 
participated in strikes, in many instances, 
have been arraigned for contempt of court 
and .many such offenders have served 
terms in jail without trial, judges exer- 
cising their power to punish such of- 
fenders. The railroad men assert that the 
power of: judges has been abused and 
Semator Hill championed the bill to allow 
a trial by jury: in such cases and has 
promised to continue his efforts to get the 
bill through congress. 


Atlanta Union Meeting Action. 

Some time ago a big union meeting of 
railroad labor men of Georgia and the 
south was held in Atlanta for the purpose 
of petitioning congress to pass the arbi- 
tration and contempt bills. At that meet- 
ing a committee of five, representing the 
five federated orders, was appointed to 
formuate resolutions calling on “Georgia’s 
representatives in congress to vote and 
work for the two bills mentioned. That 
committee did not prepare the resolutions 
at once, because congress had postponed 
consideration of the bills until the winter 
session, 

The committee of five represents the five 
standard organizations, the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors, Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers and Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men. The committee was instructed to 
prepare *suitable resolutions and forward 
copies to all lodges of the orders named in 
Georgia to he approved by those lodges 
and forwarded to Washington. 

The committee held a meeting a day or 
two,ago and agreed upon the resolutions 
and report to the several dozen lodges of 
the state. 

The Committee’s Report. 

The reoprt of the committee and resolu- 
tions, the sense of which was unanimously 
agreed to by the union meeting, composed 
of about 300 railroad men from all parts 
of the state, were prepared yesterday as 
follows: 

‘‘At a state union meeting of the five 
federated railroad orders, viz: the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen, Order of Railway 
Telegraphers and Order of Railway Con- 
ductors. held in Atlanta April 19, 1896, at 
which our grand officers were present, 
and thoroughly explained the arbitration 
and contempt bills now pending before 
congress, and stated why they had in- 
dorsed them and what steps had been 
taken to secure their passage, and after 
they were fully discussed by all present 
they were unanimously indorsed and a 
committee of five, one from each order, ap- 
pointed to draft suitable resolutions to be 
submitted to every division of each order 
in the state of Georgia for their considera- 
tion. 

“And we, your committee so appointed, 
do hereby respectfully submit the following 
preamble and resolutions and ask your in- 
d@rsements: 

“Whereas, There is now pending in con- 
gress a bill to provide for arbitration be- 
tween corporations and their employes, 
also a bill to more fully regulate contempt 
proceedings in federal courts; and, 

“Whereas, The said two bills have re- 
ceived the unanimous indorsement of all 
our respective grand officers, as well as 
all members of each order attending said 
union meeting; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That we, the five federated 
officers of railway labor orders as above 
named, do most heartily indorse the two 
aforesaid bills as being applicable to a 
more ji d equitable settlement of any 
and all di neces likely to arise between 
corporations:-atid their employes; and be it 
further ' 

“Resolved, That said committee send a 
copy of these resolutions to each division 
of the five above named orders and where 
the game has been indorsed by all the 
members of every division of each order, 
that a copy be forwarded to each senator 
and representative of Georgia, soliciting 
their aid and earnestly requesting 
them to use all honorable means in their 
power to secure the passage of the afore- 
said two bills, and by so doing they will not

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WOMAN'S BILL IS.UP IN HOUSE 


MEASURE TO MAKE WOMEN ELI- 
GIBLE FOR LIBRARIAN. ° 


Bill Is Unfinished Business and Will 
Be Ready for Final Action 
Today. 


The first bill in the interest of Georgia 
women to get squarely before a branch of 
the general assembly dgpring the present 
session is now the unfini@hed business of 
the ‘house and will come up for considera- 
tion in that body this me. 

The bill is the measure introduced by Mr. 
Mozley, of Cobb county, during the first 
part of the session, and it is to allow wo- 
men to hold the office of state librarian. 
The bill amends the code of 1882, section 
1656, by striking out a part of the section 
making women ineligible to election 6f ag- 
pointment to any office of the state. 

‘Mr. Mozley’s bill is to amend the section 
mentioned by inserting a paragraph to the 
effect that any woman who is. twenty-one 
years old and who has resided in this state 
four years, may hold the office of librarian 
by appointment of the governor. 

The bill was taken up just before ad- 
journment of the house yesterday and it 
Was read the third time. Débate on the 
bill was cut off by the adoption ef’ a motion 
to adjourn, which prevailed, leaving the 
bill the unfinished business of the house. 

The bill has been considered by the spe- 
cial judiciary committee of the house, Mr. 
Fogarty, of Richmond, chairman, and fa- 
vorably reported. Mr. Fogarty, Mr. Moz- 
ley, of Cobb; Mr. Oliver, of rke, and 
others, will support the bill when it comes 
up for discussion. The opponents of the 
bill have not shown themselves, fearing the 
onslaught of the dozens of women who 
have been watching the measure’s progress 
and who ‘have worked for the bill inces- 
santly. 

_ Argument for the Bill. 

Some literature in the interest of the bill 
was circulated in the house ‘yesterday. An 
argument for the bill, citing the fact that 
women hold the office of librarian in twelve 
states of the union, is a part of the printed 
literature put upon the desks of members. 


IMPORTANT JOINT RESOLUTIONS 


New Bills Which Were Introdiiced in 
the Senate Yesterday. 

The discussion of the judges and solicitors 
bill occupied almost the entire time of the 
senate, but in addition to that several im- 
portant measures received consideration. 
House bills were read for the first and 
second time and a number of reports of 
standing committees were received. In ad- 
dition to these measures, several important 
Ones Came up to the senate for reading. 

Senator Battle introduced five joint reso- 
lutions bearing upon the state’s property— 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. These 
were: 

A resolution authorizing the -Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Railway Company 
to acquire certain rights in the use of 
right of way of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in and near the city of Mari- 
etta. » Tag 
A resolution requesting the gernéral as+ 
sembly gf Tennessee to enact appropriate 
legislation authorizing the filing. of certain 
Official maps of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in Hamilton county, Tennessee, 
and giving to the same when filed the force 
and effect of a record of deeds to land. 

A resolution continuing in existence the 
joint commission allowed .ynder a joint 
resolution of the last legislature Telative to 
the Western and Atlantic interests. 

A resolution concurring in and adopting 
certain additional terms proposed by the 
city of Atlanta affecting Wall street and 
certain property known as the “triangle.” 

A resolution directing proceedings to be 
instituted for the recovery of part of the 
original depot grounds belonging to the 
state in Chattanooga, Tenn. 

These resolutions are the result of the 
work of the joint committee, consisting of 
Senators Battle and Gray, and Representa- 
tives Meldrim, Slaton and Patten. This 
committee has conferred fully with Mr. 
Wimbish, the state’s special attorney in 
these Western and Atlantic matters, and 
have acted upon his recommendations. 


New Senate Bills. 

New senate bills were introduced as fol- 
lows: Ps 

Mr. Thomson—To amend section 2385 of the 
code of 1882. 

Mr. Brinson—To require claimants of real 
estate levied on under execution or seized 
under other legal process to file with the 
claim affidavit and damage bond, an ab- 
stract of the title upon which said claini- 
amts rely, to provide for effect thereof at 
the trial and for cther purposes. 

Mr. Blalock—To authorize the state 
school commissioner to grant permanent 
licenses to such graduates of the Normal 
and Industrial college at Milledgeville as, 
in the judgment of the state schoul com- 
missioner, may be entitled to the same, 

Mr. Comas—To amend the charter of 
Baxley so as to establish a free school 
system, 

Mr. Comas—To establish the city court 
of Baxley. .

MOTION TORECONSIDER ACTION 


‘Strong Hope of Securing Favorable Ac- 


tion on Bill This Morning, 


LACKED SIXTEEN VOTES OF PASSAGE 


Second Day’s Discussion of Bill Con- 
sumed Session of House Almost 
Entirely—Yea and Nay Vote 


on Passage of Bill as 
Amended. 


Contrary to general expectation the Dill 
to appropriate $25,000 to the Georgia School 
of Technology was defeated in the house 
of representatives yesterday. 

There is yet hope for the bill when 
the house votes on a motion’ this morn- 
ing to reconsider the action of yesterday. 
Strong pressure hes been brought to bear 
upon members Who voted against the bill 
yesterday, and it is confidently hoped by 
friends of the institution that favorable 
action will be taken on the bill today. 

Quite a number of members of the house 
who are known to be favorable to the pas- 
sage of the bill were out of the city yes- 
terday and they have been telegraphed to 
return in time to vote for the motion to 
reconsider this morning. ‘The bill lacked 
sixteen votes of passing yesterday. 

The yeas On the passage of the 
were 72. 

The nays were 66. 

It requires 88 votes to pass a bill in the 
house, that number being a constitutional 
majority. 

Although the bill received a majority of 
the votes cast, the speaker announced that, 
failing to receive a constitutional majority 
of 88, the bill was lost. 

Nearly the entire session of the house 
yesterday was devoted to consideration of 
the bill. A few minutes after the session 
of the house began Mr. Little, of Muscogee, 
chairman of the finance committee, moved 
that the house go into committee of the 
whole for the purpose of considering the 
bill. 

The motion was adopted, and Speaker 
Pro Tem. Dodson, who was in the chair, 
called Mr. Branch, of Columbia, who 
presided over the committee on Tuesday,

P but the poptiist leader was not in the 


house and Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, was 
called to the chair. 
The Debate Begins Anew. 


Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, author of the 
bill, was recognized and he again ex- 
plained the items of the appropriation pro- 
posed to be made. He said it is the policy 
of wisdom and good business sense.to make 
an appropriation for the sahool. He said 
the trustees propose to erect a dormitory 
at a cost of $20,000 and to equip other de- 
partments at a cost of $5,000. 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, asked how many 
students of the school are residents of 
Fulton county. Mr. Knowles replied that 
there are twenty-seven Fulton county stu-: 
dents. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, asked if it is 
not time that all but six of the Fulton 
county students pay the regular tuition fee. 
He said the law only allows any one coun- 
ty to send six scholars to the school free. 
Mr. Knowles said it is true that all but 
six of Fulton’s students pay tuition. 

Mr. Brown, of Pulaski, spoke in favor of 
the bill briefly. He said the institution is 
a splendid one and is deserving of state 
support. 

Opposed by Mr. Whitaker. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, was the first 
epeuker to Oppose the bill openly. He said 
he favors the schools of the stace and that 
the success and prosperity of the people 
depends upon geod educational facilities. 
He said the people are already groaning 
under the burden of taxes levied upon 
them and that every appropriation bill 
ought to be considered well by the house. 
He said he did not think the appropriation 
is necessary, and for that reason he asks 
the members of the house to vote against 
the bill. He hoped the bill would be voted 
down. 

Populist Leader for the Bill. 

Mr. Branch, of Columbia, populist, was 
the next speaker. He said Georgia’s taxes 
are less for school purpposes than Vir- 
ginia’s “The finance committee has agreed 
to appropriate $1,000,000 for common schools. 
How many members would go back home 
and say they voted against that appropria- 
tion? Some one has said “build up com- 
mon schools and higher & tions would 
take care of thergselyés.” That man does 
not know what he is talking about. This 
bill is a good one. I ask this house to pass 
it and give the boys of Georgia a chance 
to get a practical education. You cannot 
afford to do less.” 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, who opposed the 
bill indirectly on Tuesday, was the next 
speaker. He gaid he had made every effort 
to investigate the question. He is opposed 
to the bill for several reasons. He said 
the people of the state are not in con- 
ditton to stand further drafts on the treas- 
ury for such appropriations. 

Dr. Smith, of Crawford, said he agreed 
with Mr. Blalock in his opposition of the 
bill. He said every student in the school 
is the son of some well-to-do citizen who 
can afford to pay board in the city. He 
Gid not think it necessary to build a dormi- 


tory. , 
Mr. Reid Supports It. ' 

Mr. Reid, of Bibb, said the Georgia 

schools had made records which speek for 


‘themselves. He espoused the bill and said 


he favors support of schools from the. bot- 
tom to the top, and that he intended to 
vote for the bill under discussion, 

Mr. Awtry’s Amendment. 

Mr. Awtry, of Cobb, sent to the clerk's 
desk an amendment to the bill reducing 
the appropriation from $25,000 to $20,000. He 
gaid many of the students live in Atlanta 
and near Atlanta who do not desire to

consideration was @ populist measure and 
he was glad to see 80. many of the demo- 
crats progressing toward a higher democ- 
racy. 

“They stand above partisanship,” said he, 
“and espouse the cause known to be popu- 
listic because they believe it to be right. 
They talk about the people being incapable 
of selecting their judges. Why,’’ declared 
Senator Carter, “if ‘the legislature is to be 
judged by its recent past, it is certainly 
less capable. You have put men on the 
bench who are a disgrace to the people. 
Men whom the senate would never have 
confirmed, with charges which I could 
have brought before:them. There are men 
on the bench of this state today who are 
worse than numbers of men whom they 
have sent to wear the chains. This thing 
of the candidates for judge being hurt by 
getting down to the people is rot. I do 
not believe that it would hurt. On the con- 
trary, I think it would help very many of 
them to get down, as they call it. Four- 
fifths of une people are tired of the present 
system. I favor the bill of Senator Hop- 
kins because the people want the change, 
and because it would give better judges.” 


How It Worked Before. 

“One of the distinguished senators has 
cited to you three judges elected by the 
people to the circuit bench, and whom he 
says were the best Judges that ever pre- 
sided over that circuit,’’ said Senator 
Everett, in beginning his argument in favor 
of the bill. ‘‘I remember three who served 


‘in our circhit, and there never were three 


judges who were their superiors in ability, 
integrity, honesty and straightforwardness. 
They were Martin J. Crawford, John T. 
Clark and Judge Perkins. They were elect- 
ed by the people. They talk about judges 
being put into politics, I say that there 
are no 219 men on our judicial circuit who 
get together and do more political trading 
than has been done right in this legisla- 
ture. 2 

They Were Elected by the People. 

“Not only do I refer to trades in past 
elections, but to my certain, knowledge 
trades have been made looking forward to 
the elections two.years from now. The 
result of the present system is shown by 
declaration of eminent judges who have 
said that they were surprised at the ignor- 
ance displayed by s6licitor generals of this 
state on circuits where they had presided. 


‘The reason for that ts that the ‘solicttors 
are elected by: men who do not*know their | 
1 merits, and -who a@6%not care-whether they 


know anything abo&t the law or not,. The 
right to select the Aidicial officers belongs 
to the people of .each,circuit, We have had 
here instances where the people, the bar 
and the representatives of the circuit were 
in«favor, almost to the man, of some one 


- candidate, and yet the legislature, through 


its political trading, has selected some 


other.”’ 
The Bill Not Populistic. 
Senater Starr denied that the bill was 
populistic. He said that it was essentially 
democratic, and he favored it because the 
people wanted it, and it was never danger- 
ous for the people to control. He said that 
he was not attacking any man nor fighting 
the judiciary, which.he believed to be com- 
posed of capable men, but he did believe 
that the people had the right to say wheth- 
er they should elect judges and solicitors. 
He believed that the present system was 
wrong, and ought to be corrected. As to 
the argument that ignorant people would 
elect bad judges and solicitors, he said that 
he believed the universal opinion was that 
ignorant people, when in doubt, were con- 
trolled by the intelligent who are good, 
rather than by the intelligent who are bad. 


Judges Run for Congress. 

Senator Gray referred to the system un- 
der which the state had worked in the 
past, showing that all the methods had 
been tried. Up to 1861 the judges and 
solicitors were elected by the people; from 
1861 to 1865, appointed by the governor; 
from 1865 to 1868, they were elected by the 
people; from 1868 to 1877, appointed by the 
governor; since then, elected by the legisla- 
ture. He pointed to the necessity of con- 
sidering the change in cond.tions and en- 
vironments when considering these differ- 
ent ethods. ‘‘Do not,” he asked, ‘“‘the con- 
ditions which exist justify our putting 
aside this objectionable method and adopt- 
ing one which would.certainly be less ob- 
jectionable?”’ 

As to bringing the election of judges into 
politics by this change, he tcok a aifferent 
view from some of the senators who had 
spoken. “In many districts,” he declared, 
“the judges who afte now elected are can- 
didates for the offife from some motive 
other than that of.serving the people as 
judges, In instances which you all know, 
they use the office as a mere stepping stone 
to congress, They take it for the sake of 
acquaintance and extending their political 
interest. 

‘In my opinion, the conditions in Georgia 
today, so far as the intelligence of the peo- 
ple is concerned, are beyond anything 
which has ever been known in the past. 
The newspapers, telegraphs, telephones 
and, above all, the fncrease in school fa- 
cilities, contribtte to this end. I believe it 
is safe to leave the elections to the people, 
because I believe that the people will select 
the best men. It {is their right. Why 
should we hold it from them?” 

He resented the idea of the measure being 
populistic, and declared it was the policy 
of the democratic party before the first 
germ of populism had ever been born. He 
referred also to the expenditure under the 
present system, which should be consider- 
ed—the time wasted by the legislature and 
all that. 

Arraigned from an Unexpected Source 

Senator Shropshire arose to explain his 
vote. He said he had voted in $ fa- 
vor of sustaining the report of the com- 
mittee. He did so because, while he be- 
lieved the judges should be elected, he did 
not believe the solicitors should be elected. 
He said the judges dealt with the law 
and there were appellate courts over them. 

The solicitors, however, deal with the 
facts, with the people, and are dependent 
tipon fees for their remuneration. If the so- 
licitors were. placed on salaries he would 
be in. favor of the present bill. 

He resented the idea of populism in the 
measure. He declared that the populists 
were ready at any time to “fuse with any- 
thing from a billy goat to the devil,” and 
in illustrating this he said they hated the 
democrats worse than they do the devil, 
and yet we find in many instances they 
fuse with democrats. He congratulated Sen- 
ator Carter and his associates in coming

one of the strongest criticisms upon the 
present system. He declared that under 
this deals and traffics were too plain to 
be denied. Not only ‘had trades been made 
ahead, as the senator had charged, but 
men had been sent to the legislature to 
pay political debts of ten years back. 

“One honorable ‘gentleman made the 
declaration that he had induced his repre- 
sentative to vote against every man who 
sought office who had opposed him in a 
contest several years before,” he said. “It 
has been charged that men who heave, been 
candidates for these high offices have not 
only purchased the election of their own 
represéntatives, but bave aided in the same 
manner in electing the representatives of 
other counties. 

“It is a damnable practice,’ said he, 
“and no honest man can defend it. 

“Our north Georgia representatives,” 
Seratoer. Shropshire went on to say, ‘‘de- 
clared in the past that the one reason they 
had for voting to sustain the present sys- 
tem was that the people from middle Geer- 
gia and south Georgia asked for it in self- 
defense, When I consider the intelligenve 
and prominence of the representatives from 
those sections, the question naturally arises, 
if they can elect such men to the legisia- 
ture, why can’t they elect honorable men 
to the mudiciary? I believe they can. We 
must do something to stop this trading 
and trafficking in votes, but as I said, on 
account of the objections arising from the 
election of solicitors, I must vote to sus- 
tain the vote of the wnmittee.’’ 


The Concluding Speeches. 

Senator Brinson advocated the adoption 
of the committee’s report because, he said, 
he believed what was wrong in the pres- 
ent system could be corrernted in a differ- 
ent way and to his mind there were less 
objections to.this than to the other. He 
said that in his opinion the three necessr ry 
elements in the change are capability, hon- 
esty and freedom from any personal objec- 
tion or bias. He declared that in this opin- 
ion the first two could easily be obtained 
under either system, but in his opinion 
there would be danger of the judge who is 
nominated and elected by the people be- 
ing swayed by personal bias in other ele- 
ments which were instrumental ty his suc- 
cess. 

Senator Strother advocated the bill, and 
Senator Hopkins replied to the argument 
made against the construction of the bill, 
showing that it was exactly like the bill 
under which the elections of the supreme 
court judges was brought about, and that 
if it were mot in proper shape it could 
easily be amended. It had, however, the 
indorsement of the general judiciary in this 


respect.

AS & CONS 
quence, this city is entitled to @ postoffice 
of the second class only. ae of the 
council are positive that the city’s growth 
since 1890 has been great enough to increase 
the population to 75,000. If the census 
proves this to be the case many additional 
mail carriers will be added to the force of 
the Atlanta postoffice and the pay of the 
present carriers w-ll be increased. Then At- 
lanta will have a postoffice of the first class 
and all of the advantages pertaining 
thereto. 

There will be a special meeting of the city 
council this morning to authorize the cen- 
sus takers to make cases against all par- 
ties who refuse to give such information as 
is necessary for making the census com- 
plete. Members of the census committee 
have no doubt that the census will show 
that Atlanta is entitled to q first-class of- 
fice. 

Mayor King yesterday issued the follow- 
ing call to the members of the city council 
for aspecial meeting of the council:

jn Turned Down by the Banks, 
WANTS RELIEF FROM BOARD 


He Says One Check That Was Given 


Him Twelve Months Ago Has 
Never Been Paid. 


Some of the checks which have been 
tendered Tax Collector Stewart for the 
payment of state and county taxes have 
been turned down by the banks upon which 

ey were drawn. 

2 lite i morning Tax Collector Stewart 
appeared before the board of county com- 
missioners and asked that he be relieved 


’ from assuming these checks until they were 


paid. 

“I am not making any complaint about 
the action of the finance committee,” said 
Tax Collector Stewart, “but 1 would like 
to be relieved fnom reporting taxes as 
paid until the checks which have been 
given me in payment are actually paid by 
the banks upon which they are drawn. 

“Under the present conditions, I make 
weekly reports, showing fne amount of 
taxes paid during the week. More than one 
half of the taxes are paid with checks 
and frequently the checks are refused pay- 
ment at the banks after I make my report, 
which makes it necessary for me to ad- 
vance the money and hold the checks until 
they are paid. 

‘Unless some relief is furnished on this 
account, I am afraid I will have to quit 
receiving checks. Many times checks are 
presented by persons whom I cannot re- 
fuse, but frequently the checks are re- 
turned to me, One day about $12,000 of 
checks were refusea payment at the banks 
upon which they were drawn, and I have 
been tholding one check for $250 for twelve 
months. I have the dherck yet, but the 
money had been paid the county when I 
reported the payment of the. tax.”’ 

Commissioner Spalding stated he did not 
think Mr. Stewart should be required to 
assume the amount -of any check, and be- 
lieved he should not report the tax as paid 
until the check Was actually paid at the 
bank. 

“Mr. Stewart could do this,” said Com- 
missioner Adair. “He coyld report all as 
paid, and the next week, when the checks 
are turned down, he would deduct the 
amount from that week’s report. It would 
be a very difficult matter for him to keep 
his cash and the checks separate, and I 
think this would be a very good plan 
that I ‘thave suggested.’’ 

The board considered the question for 
quite awhile and assured Mr. Stewart 


forded the relief necessary.
